That letter was 
addressed to the Hon. J. Young, that is, the 
envelope was so superscribed, while the en- 
cloged letter was what purported to be a let- 
ter; dated Ottawa, the Ist of September, 
addressed to the Hou. J. H. Pope, and signed 
by SirJobn A. Macdonald, It was in # paper 
wrapper, on which was written, “from @ 
friend, &e.’’ «Mr. Young's object in showing 
hig the letter was to get bia opinion as to 
thé genuineness of the signature. He believed 
thé signature was that of Sir John Macdonald, 
with which be was familiar. He read the 
letter, and did not remember seeing the word 
private marked on it. One coraer of the 
sbget had been cut off. Mr. Penny came in 
joke then, and corroborated the deponent’s 
opinion. Luter in the day the Hon. A. A. 
Dotion a!so corroborated the same. 

Mr, Penny, the vext witness, being sworn, 
stated that on Wednesday, when be came to 
hig office, he found the Hon. J. Young and L. 
H. Holton there. They produced the letter 
in|guestion, It was signed by Sir Jon Mac- 
dopald. Both of those gentlemen expressed 
tbéir opinion that the letter discovered a plot 
to commit a serious crime, and that it would 
be necessary to bring it before the public. 
They also showed him an envelope with a 
post mark and stamp affixed thereto, and the 
stated that the letter bad come to the Hon. J. 
Yeuog. They also showed bim a small slip 
ofpaper which bad surrounded the letter, 
and oo which it was stated that it (the letter) 
bad been sent by a friend. They then went 
away and subsequently returned. Mr. Young 
then authorized bim to publish the letter and 
left it for that purpose. He added that before 
publication be took the pains to verify the 
g@buinness of the sigoature by comparing it 
with others of the same band which weze 
agthentic. He never had the euvelope in bis 
parsession and he bad no idea by whom the 
lelier was seot to Mr. Young. He observed 
the le ters “W.A.’’ which bad be»n impressed 
ofthe Jetter through the envelope, and was 
fuetber convinced that they were the lost let- 
teps of the word Ottawa. 

Messrs. J, Stewart and A. Wilson of the 
Herald were also sworn but furnished oo fresh 
information, They bad seeo the letter and 
believed it to be genuine. As-to how it came 
igto the Hon. Joha Young’s bands they knew 
ngthiog. After going to the Post Office on 
Wednesday morsing he crossed overto the 
Herald office and saw the letter in question, 
which was sbowh bim by Mr. Stwwart. It 
appeared to have been signed by the Premier, 
whose signature the witness knew. Toe body 
of the letter bad been written by auother 
hand. After inspecting it Mr, Wilson retarao- 
ed it to either Mr. Penny, Mr. Stewart, or Hon.

\At3 p. m. theenquiry into the affair of the 
pilfered letter was continued inthe Police 
Court.

He recoilected the arriv@t-on thatday 
af the Ottawa and Brockville mail, and was 
positive no persen asked him for a letter to 
the address of the Hon. J, H Pope during the 
time be was at the wicket on the 2nd Sepiem- 
ber. Nor did be deliver that letter either on 
that day or any othertime. Ona the follow- 
ing morniog (Weduesday), between 9 and 11, 
he recollected a gentleman coming to the 
wicket and asking for # letter for the Hon. J. 
UH, Pope. He looked for the said letter, but 
could not find it in the piace where it ought 
to bave be-n, and where be supposed he had 
placed it. It thea struck bim be had seen the 
i¢tter oo the previous day. He told Mr. Pope, 
the gentleman who was making the enquiry, 
that there was nu such letter, and he (wit- 
uess) asked him to waita few moments. He 
then wentin and told Mr. Palmer that the 
Hon. Mr. Pope was thére wanting a letter, 
andthey could net findit. He had seen it 
the day before. Previous to his speaking to 
Mr. Palmer, Mr. Pope showed bim a telegram.
